DROP IN THE BUCKET 
Pleading tor the right ot District of Colum- 
- bla residents to vote, Mrs. Eleanor Roosevelt 
says that they were discriminated against, 
originally, for fear "government employes 
might be controlled and in turn control the 
people of their country." But, she adds, "now 
they arc but a drop in the bucket of voters."
